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THE KEW CORN BELT.

Statistics taken from the re-
ports of the United Siates gorv-
ernment show that the South can
justly claim the title of “‘the new
corn belt,” znd that more prog-
ress in the production of corn has
been made in the South than in
any other section of the country.
The federu! tigures for this year
show that the increase in produc-
tion for the Southern States in
corn production was 160,000,000
bashels.

Commissioner Watson has made
the following estimate:

That in the new corn belt the
average value per acre of the
crop, at prices prevailing De-
cember 1. 1910, is $14.98 against
$13.36 for the old belt.

That, even inciuding West Vir-
ginia, which should not be prop-
erly incloded, the 12 States of the
new corn belt, unot including
Texas, Arkaneas or Oklahoma,
show an average net increase in
yield per acre this year over 1909

of 1.9 bushels per acre—pracl-;

cally two bushels in one year,
against a net average decrease
for the old corn belt of 1.4 bush-
els per acre.

That every State properly be-
longing to the new belt shows a
substantial increase in yield of
corn per acre in 1910 over 1909,
West Virginia alone falling be
bird.

States of the old belt show in-
ereases in yield per acre, all the
others shouwing decreases run
ning in one instance to as high
as 17 bushels.
